Teachers April 21 


The movement initiated last night 


for the building of a new High School 
in order to reJieve the over-crowded 
conditions at the Grove-street high 
school, v.-as being cemented on In sev- 
eral quarters today.

Puzzled About 


Dry Measure 


RICHMOND, 
March 
10.—Both 


Senate and house yesterday adopted 
the Mapp-Deans prohibition enforce- 
ment bill as it came from the Con- 
ferees of the two branches of theigen- 
eral assembly. 
Seventeen votes were 
case'against it in the Senate and five 
in the house. The bill is declared by 
Senator Mapp to be the most drastic 
enforcement act adopted by a general 
assembly and may. be said to be in 
more senses than one the last work 
in prohibition legislation in Virginia. 
Upon the question of whether it can 
be enforced or not will depend the 
future of prohibition in Virginia, ac- 
cording to many legislators who say 
that it is about all that can be done in 
the way of law-making. 
The search and seizure provision is 


considered one of the most drastic 
parts of the new law and there are 
legislators who believe that it is in 
violation of constitutional inhibitions. 
To a great extent it nullifies the Deal 
act which, adopted at the session of 
1920, was designed to protect citizens 
against reckless searches and seizures. 
John R. Saunders, attorney general 


of Virginia, has not determined what 
will be the plan of administration of 
the prohibition enforcement division 
of the state government, the duties 
of which have been placed as an addi- 
tional burden on his shoulders by the 
general assembly. 
Mr. Saunders admits that the ques- 
tion is puzzling him and he is glad 
that he has until August 31 of this 
year to solve the problem. 
On that 
date the present prohibition depart- 
ment, by virtue of the act of 1920, 
comes to an end. 
"Of course, I suppose I will have to 
name a person to head the enforce- 
ment work, and I may have to appoint 
heads for different parts of the state 
If you can tell rne what is the best 
plan I will be obliged to you. I con- 
fess that I have as yet no plan clearly 
mapped out in my mind." 
Mr. Saunders did not seek the hon- 
or of having the responsibility of di- 
rect prohibition enforcement in Vir- 
ginia, but since it has 
been thrust 
upon him he intends to make the 
most of it. The new law allows him 
the fullest latitude regarding- the ap- 
i-ointment of o?ti'"a.ls for the onfort c. 
1- 


!..'_-ru f'i prohibition and gives him 
.vide discretion in regard to any ad- 
ministrative scheme which he may 
adopt. 
There are several limitations to the 
right to search without warrant. Of- 
ficers must have a warrant to search 
private dwellings and occupied berths 
on steamboats and trains, and heavy 
penalties are provided for the viola- 
tion of this provision. Private bag- 
gage will not be exempt from search 
without warrant except when it is in 
an occupied berth or when in the 
possession of a pedestrian, unless a 
violation of the prohibition law Is ob- 
oerved. 
Automobiles are liable to 


dea.rch 
without warrant, and 
the 
'dry" agent may pounce down upon 
i submarine or go netting for an air- 
plane if he has the facilities to cope 
with these modern inventions. 
Senator Ooolrick, speaking of the 


new law, says that no free people will 
long submit to an unjustifiable intru- 
sion on their rights, and that a re- 
vulsion of feeling in the next two 
years will bring the legislature to its 
senses.

The new judge delivered a forci- 
ble charge to the Patrick county 
grand jury in which he defined hia 
idea of real citizenship and tSe en- 
forcement of law and order with an 
even hand.

New High School 


A group of progressive Danville 


women, most of them directly and all 
of them generally interested In public 
education and the provision of ade- 
quate plants and capable teachers in 
the schools of this city 
yesterday 


opened the tight for a commodious 
modern high school building and for 
the establishment of a Junior high 
school in the present high school 
building. 
Twenty or twenty-five representa- 
tive women representing the several 
Parent-Teachers' associations of the 
city, the Wt'dncKday Afternoon Club. 
the Shakespeare Study Club and other 
|jc»l organizations last night pre- 
sented to the Board of School Trus- 
tees a petition setting forth the pro- 
posals above outlined. While it was 
obvious even to the signers of the pe- 
tition that the School Board cannot 
at this time accede to the prayer of 
the petitioner*! because that body is 
almost wholly dependent upon the 
Council for its funds and the school 
budget for the year, if not exhausted, 
is already allotted, it is realized that 
a project has been launched which 
will be pressed on pnublic attention 
until the emergency now presented is 
met and satisfactorily disposed of. 


It is a fact familiar to the school 


authorities, the teaching corps and 
the pupils that the Grove street build- 
Ing, originally 
intended' to house 
about 300 students, is now called up- 
on to provide quarters for ^nearly or 
quite six hundred. An addition was 
built to the school nearly a year ago, 
but even with this, 
the 
basement 


and cloak and lunch rooms and all 
other available space is absorbed in 
efforts to provide facilities for all the 
pupils. The idea of providing a jun- 
ior high school to provide for first 
and second year students and a sen- 
ior high school to provide three years 
additional instruction has been adopt- 
ed in bthem cities, and the ladies feel 
that the present and prospective fu- 
ture congestion in the High school 
can only be obviated in this way. 


As yet no suitable and well locat- 


ed site has been suggested, nor is it 
likely that one such af is desired 
can be obtained at u reasonable l\g- 
ures in the present status of the real- 
ty market. 
In order to provide for 


ft site and the construction of a build- 
ing such as it required, it would be 
necessary to resort 
to bonds. Just 


now it begins to appear also that in 
order to meet the increased cost of 
additional 
principal, 
teachers 
and 


.-janitor, permanent provision .would 
have to be made in the shape of in- 
creased revenues, unless the normal 
revenue from taxation increase very 
decidedly. 
Th« ladies who have projected this 


problem are in earnest and they pro- 
pose to persist in urging the increase 
of the city's educational facilities ant! 
equipment as outlined in their peti- 
tion. 
The paper presented to the 


School Board last night follows: 
To the Honorable School Board, 


Danville, Va. 


Sirs: 


Owing to the crowded condition of 
the public schools -of the city, sind 
especially to the congested condition 
of the city High seho.pl. we beg to 
present for your consideration the 
following facts and recommendations 
relative thereto: 
When the present 
High 
school 
building was erected, some five or 
six years ago. it was planned to ac- 
commodate three 
hundred 
pupils. 


The enrollment of March, 1st of this 
year shows an average attendance or 
approximately six hundred scholars. 
Due to this fact, many of these chil- 
dren are being taught in unsanitary 
basement rooms with, concrete floors, 
and many in rooms 
originally de- 
signed for the storage of hats, coats, 
umbrellas and overshoes, which ar- 
ticles the girls especially are com- 
pelled to wear all day or sit upon 
for safekeeping, as there is at present 
no room for the distribution of the 
iockers with which the school was 
equipped. No doubt the recent ep.- 
demic of grippe in the High school, 
(approximately 100 pupils absent at 
one time) has been largely due to the 
fact that during the continued bad 
weather of the winter these children 
have been 
compelled to keep with 
them in their seats all day the damp 
wraps and overshoes they wore to 
school. We also understand that sev- 
eral of the basement rooms above 
referred to are 
poorly 
heated, if 
heated at all; and, in view of these 
facts and the further fact that the 
attendance of next year will average 
over seven hundred pupils, making 
all allowances for graduations, etc.. 
we recommend for your earnest con- 
sideration the following: 
That you inaugurate in this city the 
Junior High school system, which has 
been tried out very successfully in 
other cities, and the object of which 
is to divide the school years of the 
child into three classses-^-six years in 
the grade schools, two in the Junior 
High, and three in the Senior High 
school. 
Your present High school building 
is admirably located and equipped to 
take care of the work of the seventh 
and eighth grades. It has just the 
proper rapacity to accommodate ihe 
seventh grades of the Robert E. Lee 
and Stonewall Jackson schools, and 
the first year high of the present 
arrangement. 
Finally, we recommend and request 
that you take steps al once to pro- 
vide and erect an entirely new and 
adequate Senior High school build- 
ing, and thus remedy and avoid the 
dreadful (congestion the schools of the 
citv are now suffering.

RICHMOND, March 11.—Virginia 


will have a chance to have a new con- 
btltutlon In the next few years. That 
is tho decree of the general assembly, 
when a bill was enacted providing for 
submutting the question to the voters 
of the state at the election the com- 
ing fall, when a United States senator 
and memboiH of Congress are to be 
chosen 
The matter has been before 
the legislature on several occasions, 
and once it passed both houses, only 
to be defeated when the legislature 
convened affer it was Submitted to 
the people 
The Senate went so far 
this session to reject a resolution for 
.a submission of the 
question, and 


when it came from the House of Dele- 
Kates it was taken up on the floor of 
the Senate and agreed to 
There were some hhai p utterances 


on the subject >t the calling of a con- 
vention, it b^ing stafd that the l"gis- 
lature was for vears lodged about 
with tho influence of •vilro-ids so that 
nothing except mi'ttcrs that -were ap- 
provf-d bv the railroads were allowed 
to become 1 w. ind that suspicion at- 
tached to mm- legislative acts 
The 


constitution now in effect is declared 
to be a patrhwork due to the many 
chants that have been made, so that 
it does not resemble the instrument 
which was proclaimed here 20 years 
ago\Vhile the vote in the Senate was 
lopsided 'ii favor of allowing the peo- 
ple to vote on the question, there was 
much opposition on the part of sena- 
tors to the proposition 
Thr ground 


for this objection was that there is a 
condition of unrest 
existent 
in 
all 
parts of the state, with many persons 
out of work, dissatisfaction with the 
tax situation, much divided on the 
subject of new laws on education, the 
bond issue for roads and the ever- 
present menace in certain sections as 
to the result of a. poll when the ne- 
groes begin to take part in elections 
Members declared, however, that 


there WAS little or no danger from 
the n^sro 
vote—that having 
been 


eliminated v ears ago, and with the 
nr-gro paying no attention to voting, 
the poll-tax requirement being an ob- 
stacle that he does not care to over- 
come in order to exercise the right of 
suffrage 
In only a few sections of 
the state are the colored people in 
the majontv. even if all were qualified 
to vote, and there is very little reason 
to believe that enough would ever 
comply with the laws in order to vote 
As the matter stands, where they have 
failed to pay taxes after reaching the 
legal age they would have to pay back 
taxps for three jears in order to get 
on the books 
Amendments Costly.
